He immediately ^withdrew. lay­ 
ing at the time that he felt "deeply 
honored,” but felt that he could 
best serve the city by continuing 
as councilman. 
L ater he told The Desert Sun 
his reasons for declining the nom­ 
ination were that he is "too busy.” 
that he “ didn't like" The Desert 
Sun's editorial which was "un­ 
called for after the election was 
over,” and that he ia currently 
undergoing medical tests, results 
of which “I don't yet know.” 
Boyd, in accepting the nomina­ 
tion, 
thanked 
council 
for 
the 
honor, and said that he would try 
to be a good mayor and coun- 
maq. 
The appearance of Boyd was a 
surprise, as he had been known 
to bo ill. Ho remained at the moot­ 
ing until 9:19, and th ’n left for 
home, turning the ga.el over to 
Sanborn who presided until the 
dosa of the session at midnight.

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A Disgraceful Performance 


There was something almost immoral 
about the political leaders’ handling of 
the farm bill this year. Most years it is 
bad enough: this year It was infinitely 
worse. 
No regular watcher of the Washing­ 
ton scene is so naive, of course, as to be­ 
lieve party politics and political advan­ 
tage do not enter heavily into Congres­ 
sional formulation and maneuvering of 
legislation. 
But customarily there is at least a 
gesture af subtlety; at least a half­ 
hearted w'aving of high motives — spme 
sort of cloak professing national good 
or public welfare. The most calloused of 
politicians ordinarily feel it wise to 
somehow butter for the voters’ consum- 
tion the crass facts of so-called practical 
politics. 
But this year there was no such gen­ 
teel attempt at subterfuge. Or if there 
was, it was soon shredded in the wild 
scramble for party advantage next No­ 
vember. Not within memory have the 
nation’s political directors confessed to 
such blatant, bare-faced, selfish appeal 
to a special group. Both parties were 
guilty.

For 20 years it has beer! evident to 
the country — and conceded by both 
parties even with tongue in cheek — 
that something must be done to head off 
the Inevitability of catastrophic Trea­ 
sury consequences inherent in perpetual 
farm supports that do little more than 
produce more and more surpluses. The 
cost of guaranteeing an income to the 
most inefficient fanner, and of storing 
the results, has even reached the prepos­ 
terous point where the most feasible 
solution seems to be storing the excess 
at the South Pole — the only “free” 
storage space — against some futiré 
world famine. 
For the past six years both parties 
have been verbally committed to give 
flexible supports a try as the apparently 
one feasible method promising reason­ 
ably firm farm prices that will discour­ 
age rather than encourage over-pro­ 
duction. 
. 
Yet nearly every time that commit­ 
ment has come to a vote, party bigwigs 
from Washington to the crossroads pre­ 
cincts have at the last minute been tak­ 
en dowm with the ague of political cow­ 
ardice. But usually, as we said, there 
was an attempt to disguise the chill 
under high motive.

But this year it was different. The 
party leadership threw subtlety to the 
winds and admitted with shameless 
candor they were battling for political 
advantage and expediency. Not for the 
welfare of the whole country; not for 
economic prudence — but for victory at 
the polls. No holds were barred and no 
one^ so pretended. 
Politics sank to its lowest level w’hen 
Democratic leaders began gloating they 
had the Republicans in a “box" w’here 
the GOP could afford neither to favor 


nor oppose the compromise bill. They 
were gleefully, indecently frank about it. 
And at the showdown, the Republi* 
cans joined the ignoble performance. 
Chairmen from some of the farm states 
whined to President Eisenhow er that a 
veto would wreck their state organiza­ 
tions. They were unabashed in resort­ 
ing to arguments that were as uninhib­ 
ited as they were self-serving. Their first 
concern was the state party organiza­ 
tion, the good of the national economy 
and federal solvency come second — if 
anywhere. 
In a way, it was a more abject surrend­ 
er to the farm vote than was Harry Tru­ 
man’s surrender to the labor vote in the 
seizure of the steel mills. 
The final irony was that this save-my 
neck approach was to a President who 
campaigned and has operated on the un­ 
yielding thesis of doing whatever is 
best for all the country — not special 
interests.

Whence comes this sorry performance? 
The truth is, it comes from a purported 
fact of political life that has become a 
myth — the myth that the nation’s 
growers constitute a decisive and de­ 
pendable voting bloc. 
But look at the record. In 1930, the 
farmers represented 21 per cent of the 
ration’s gainfully occupied labor force 
— perhaps a decisive bloc if it voted to­ 
gether, as it did occasionally thanks to 
depression farm conditions. 
But in 1950, that percentage had 
dropped to only 11.6. If the decline of 
the last six years has been proportion­ 
ate, the total is now around 7 per cent, 
scarcely a bloc so formidable as to war­ 
rant Congressmen groveling. 
Moreover, during the last 10 years, 
more and more farmers have become 
convinced their own economic security 
lies more in national solvency than in 
direct subsidy. Thé powerful Farm Bur­ 
eau Federation has fought rigid price 
supports bitterly. The second largest 
farm group, the National Grange, has 
favored them but it too is fast develop­ 
ing dissenters. 
The fact Is the intelligent farmers of 
America are locking alternately at their 
support payments, their tax bills and 
their living costs, and are wondering-'if 
the latter two burdens are worth the 
manna of the first. 
There were indications at the last gen­ 
eral election that many are voting “no" 
to that dilemma. Where then, is logical 
ground for the deplorable panic the law­ 
makers have just displayed for the farm 
vote's “benefit”? 
Another such exhibition in the next 
Congress, one feels, and the farmers will 
surely vote against their “benefactors” 
in sheer disgust at their timidity. 
Fortunately, Mr. Eisenhow'er had the 
courage to veto the measure which poli­ 
tical expediency had passed. It is a pity 
more persons on Capitol Hill hadn’t hi* 
spunk. — M.L.H.

Wonderful Idea, But . . . 
(Ventura Star-Free Free») 
Assemblyman John L. E. Collier of 
Los Angeles, who is probably running 
for re-election, revives an attractive 
idea. He wants the United States to buy 
Lower California and the northwest 
corner of Sonora from Mexico. 
He cites a list of pleasant reasons why 
the acquisition would be desirable. It 
would, he says, give this country all of 
the watershed of the Colorado River, by 
which he perhaps means instead all of 
the lower reaches of the stream to salt 
water. It would make it easier for the 
U.S. to control the flow of narcotics. And 
then there are deposits of gold, copper, 
iron, silver, mica, tin. tungsten, and 
manganese to be developed. Yes, indeed 


a nice possession. 
So the Los Angeles statesman is get­ 
ting up a resolution asking the Presi­ 
dent, the State Department, and Con­ 
gress “to fake such steps as may be ne­ 
cessary.” 
When Collier sends out all those reso­ 
lutions, we suggest that, as a courtesy, 
he mails copies to the President, State 
Department and Congress of Mexico. 
The deal would concern them, too. 
It’s an ancient idea, and many an 
American patriot, especially in campaign 
years, has sung its merits. So far, only 
one main defect has developed, but a 
rather fatal one. Mexico does not choose 
to sell.
